It "flo'ds reasonable ground 
of hope that Greut Biitoin will nwako ere 
yet it be too laie. and will build up a second 
self on this cootioet-t out o( malarial bi'her- 
to culpably pa-ranted to no to woiau than 
wasie at lictne 01 atsoibed by a forego unci 
S'linetimeb bosiie power, The intelligence 
which reaches u* liirouuh the (urtiB medium 
that Ibete is on tbetapn 10 England a scheme 
i„r the lonnatiou ul a company 10 pluce, a 
lino of stenuieis on the route hetween ihtB 
ci.y and China, tho irtimediaie olj ci bein,; 
lo iniroHooe O.iolio Ittbor into ibis ooumry 10 
be utu z.'O in ihe cotiMruciion il the Cunu- 
d an Pacini Kailwav, is anyitiirig but (.rati 
lying. The people ol Unti-b Columt)i« would 
have no oij ctmu to the liu« ot steamer.-, 
but they would h»ve a very decided oijoc 
tioo to the introduction oi Coolie lubor. To 
bnild iho railway wi'h mot) labor would be 
to divest rhut gteal wmlf of very much ol 
lis immediate advantage lo the country 
through which it niu t pass. That woclt will 
owe very mjich ol us irofnttonce lo the lact 
Ibat it ia to be inBltumental in inttoducina 
anl »eitliu« a large Auglo Saxon popula- 
tion : and just in proportion as Coolie labor 
is employed iheieon will it ta>l in the acoom- 
plisrimoot of that most desirable ohjtoi. It 
Bbould bo the earnest eudeavor of every pub- 
lic writer as well as of eveiy statesman and 
patriot in ibis colony to seek by every legi- 
timate means to uvert such u contingency, 
and this is a duty in the diaotiurgo of which 
Canadians from the Atlaot c to tbo Pacific 
Bbould be fouud going hand io band, inas- 
much as ml have a common interest in seomg 
the work done and ih<> country soitled op and 
developed by good Aoglo-Saxon muscle— 
certainly not by a class that would leavo no- 
thing behind them but the ruilway. 

West Iiidiau Couiederatiou. 



The readers of this journal are alroady 
awara that there has been paesed through 
(be Imperial Parliament an Act for the Con 
federation of Her Britannis Mojesty'a West 
Indian pofaefsions. These possessions em- 
brace Briiisb Honduras on the mainland and 
the following islands: Bibamasand Turks 
Island, Jamaica; Virgin Minds, St Kits, 
Nevis, Barbuda, Antigua, Mootserrat, 
Dominica, Si Lucia, St Vincent, Barbadots, 
Grenada, Tobago nnd Ttinidud. These 
make a total of 26.165 equure miles of ter- 
ritory, with a populaiio-i ot close upon one 
million bouIs. Tbe commercial importance 
of theso colonies ia somewhat out ol 
proportion to their area and population. 
The commerce ol Jamaica, Barbadoes arid 
Tr'Didad alone amounts to three hundred 
millions. The tendency of the present time 
is towards tbe BRijIomf ration of kindred 
races. We see it exhibited very strikingly 
in Germany. Wh know that it ia the fixed 
polioy ol Great Britain lu consolidate h?r 
colouial possesions: CummeDoiiio; will, Nurih 
Auienci no sooner has the work of ooti- 
B'lnoling the ago fi.-eot em ire ol Cariuoa 
been completed than mteotion in mmeii to 
ihe West T dies. The West Iodi*n empire 
oompleie. she William to the wa.lirc col- 
onies of Aa-.iral.sia next, the great Bunch 
Empire thai i« to be ol ihe Sou'tiem Pacific. 
The tendency is a good one and is especially 
imperial t io Great Br. tuio, wiih her ooor- 
miiun oaiiyitw colonial possessions 1 . Tbo ri- 
valry ol email slates aud communities loo 
frequently strivinii io profit, 'he (ioh at ihe 
expen-e ol lie other— -ill thus be absorbed 
in a common desire lor the general goo I, and 
tho vi alny hiiherio employed iu weakening 
s ma rival ve ill be devoied towards the pro- 
motion of the coml nf all

Tub Martini- Henry Ris-lb. — At last the 
British soldier has obtained a weapon whiou 
he may look upon as his permanent arm. The 
Sma'l Arms Comruitteo have made their final 
report, in which they recommend, unanimously 
the Martini-H.'iiry ritle, and the lecommend i- 
tion hn3 been confirmed by the " Ordnance 
Council " of the War Department. It is pro- 
bable, therefore, that instructions will be 
immediately issued (or ihe conversion of Ihe 
" Snider " machinery in the small arms man- 
ulactories to Marlini-Uenry machinery, and 
the manufacture ot tbeae wouderliilly accurate 
and useful rifles will bo pushed with Ihe 
utmost vigour. The enquiry as to the most 
suitable arm for the Uritish soldier was com- 
menced, we believe, iD 1SU7, and has been 
going on ever niiice. The Commi'.tee oriiri. 
nally appointed recommended the Martini 
Henry ; and it was ordered that samples of 
the arm should be did ribuled to tin army in 
all parts ot the Empire. It has, therefore, 
undergone lb.- most thorough test, under 
various circumstances, iu different climates 
and in different lands; and the reports from 
the various regiments all speak iu the warm- 
est praise ot ib«j weapon. But, while it has 
been undergoing those practical loitj, it bad 
been subjected to the most violent and d-ter- 
mined opposition at home from rival gun. 
smiths and mechanicians, and Mr Cardweil 
has been driven almost to distraction by the 
extreme difference of opinion as to|tho merits of 
the weapon. But Ihe weapon haviuir stood 
every test to which It lias been subjected, has 
triumphed over all opposition, and it is now 
to be the Brliisb Soldier's Companion. It is 
perhaps will that the rifle has boen put 
through these severe testa, for it it is proved to 
be a military arm whicu both tho soldier and 
tho nation may have confidence In.

LAST MIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States, 

New Yobk; May 12. — Tho Tribune' $ 
Washington special says, there are vory few 
v:ho criticise the Treaty ol Wusbiugton as a 
whole, but the following are are eome points 
which will arise iu the debate, they will re- 
lato principally to tbo bill which providos 
lor the bettlement of the claims ol British 
subjects. 

Considerable surpiise has been expressed 
by Sumner and one or two otbeis that 
the American CornmiBsioDOts did not insist 
trial Great Britain should submit u schedule 
nl the claims Irom ber Bubjects, tbat il might 
definitely be known what kind tbey are or 
the amount is. 

The claims of the British subjects in 
Franco have been cited to show that there is 
no oocasion lo fear tbat they will be large, 
the reply to this assurance wasj lhat wo are 
not «ure lhat Eogiand wi'l abide by those 
percedentBj or lhat it would have been much 
more suti.-duotory to have hud these points 
defi dtely settled. 

Washington", May 12 — Attention was called 
in the Senate to the premature publication of 
the Treaty. There was a spirited debato ou 
ihe Bubject and an investigation has been or- 
dered. Cameron slated tbat the Committee 
on Foreign Relations woulci not bo ready to 
report on tho Treaty until J/buday. The 
Senate then adjourned till Monday next. 

The Commltteo to investigate the premature 
publication of tbo Treaty consists of Messrs 
Carpenter, Olickliug, Turnbull, Davis and 
Sumner. 

Much indignation is expressed by tho Sena- 
tors at what they consider to be a violation of 
tbo pr'mlagos of tho Senate.
